125,000 cubic feet of air into the 
building each minute as exhaust 
fans withdraw stale air. Sixty-five 
water coolers serve the thirsty. 


"The Illinois Bell telephone com- 


pany has Installed 425 extra tele- 
phones in the building and in con- 
junction with the American tele- 
phone and telegraph company, fif- 
teen teletype machines. The post- 
office department has established a 
branch for the delivery and receipt 
of maiL The telegraph companies 


have provided for the sending of 
450,600 words an hour. There are 
thirty-eight washrooms, each with 
a porter or maid in attendance.

Colonel Davis came to Gettysburg 
June 27, 1927, from Washington, 
where he was assistant executive of­ 
ficer in the cemeterial division of 
the war department. He succeeded 
the late Colonel Cope. 
The local battlefield superinten­ 
dent entered the service in 1900 
when he was sent to the Philippine 
Islands. 
He enlisted at Villisca, 
Iowa. 
During the world war Colonel Da­ 
vis served as assistant to the quar­ 
termaster general at Boston and 
later was sent to France with the 
quartermaster corps. He sailed for 
Fiance in September, 1917, and re­ 
turned in November, 1919. 
His first assignment was at Chau­ 
mont, General Pershing's headquar­ 
ters, and he was "rendint officer," 
leasing and renting property for 
the army.

Air to be Cleansed 
“Four 60 horsepower fans, each 
equipped with an air washer, force 
125,000 cubic feet of air into the 
building each minute 
as exhaust 
fans withdraw stale air. Sixty-five 
water coolers serve the thirsty. 
“The Illinois Bell telephone com­ 
pany has Installed 425 extra tele­ 
phones in the building and In con­ 
junction with the American tele­ 
phone and telegraph company, fif­ 
teen teletype machines.

W ashington, June 16 (AP)—The 
banner of victory was hoisted above 
the house of representatives W ed­ 
nesday by the army of 20,000 war 
veterans bivouacked

By a 209 to 176 vote, the house 
agreed to the issuance of $2,400-, 
000,000 in new currency to m eet the 
dem ands of the veterans who have 
converged on W ashington from all^ 
sections of the nation. 
Jubilant over their tem porary vic­ 
tory, the form er service men faced a 
fierce struggle in the senate where 
leaders predicted th*y had enough 
votes to kill the legislation. 
Presi­ 
dent Hoover has promised a veto if 
it reaches the white house. 
Goes to Senate Committee 
The m easure was received by the 
senate late in the day and Sena­ 
tor Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, 
asked unanimous consent for it to 
be taketn up at once. Objection was 
raised, however, by Senator Smoot, 
republican, Utah, and it was re­ 
ferred to the finance committee. 
Smoot, chairm an of the com m it­ 
tee, promised prom pt action, saying 
his group would be called together 
early today to consider the bill. 
He told the senate it was not his 
intention to keep it in comm ittee I 
but to report it out today so the 
senate may vote before adjourn­ 
m ent. 
While veterans looked down from 
packed galleries, the house am end­ 
ed the bill by Representative P at- 
tnan, democrat, Texas, for full pay­ 
m ent to provide for an issue of gov­ 
ernm ent bonds to be used for retir­ 
ing the currency if the dollar be­ 
cam e too cheap.

Pennsylvania motor vehicle oper- 


ators who may be involved In acci- 
dents'need not fear'that what they 
state in their accident reports will 
be used against them, the bureau of 
highway patrol -and safety today 
pointed out. The state vehicle code 
not.only requires operators to 
accidents to the department of reve- 
nue but also protects them against 
prosecution based on their report. 


The law on the subject is as fol- 


lows: 


"Such report shall be without 


prejudice, shall be for the informa- 
tion of the department, and shall 
not be open to public inspection. 


"The fact that su ~i reports have 


been made shall be admissible in 
evidence solely to prove a compli- 
ance with this act, but- no report, or 
any part thereof, .or statement con- 
tained therein, shall be admissible 
as evidence for any purpose in any 
trial, civil or criminal, arising out 
of such accidents."

delegates.

Obviously, however, it was his in- 


tention to remain entirely aloof from 
the Chicago prohibition flight, with 
the only chance of his entering the 
arena being an uncontrolable stam- 
pede at the convention. There was 
no certainty that he would enter 
even- then. 


No White House Comment 


When asked specifically Wednes- 


day night whether President Hoover 
would have anything • to .'say upon 
the action taken at Chicago, Theo- 
dore Joslin, the only member of the 
regular white house secretariat re- 
maining in the _capital, replied: 


"You can say. there' will be no 


comment from^ihe white house." 


In other authoritative quarters, 


however, it was made entirely plain 
that the chief executive was pleased 
at the action of the resolutions cpni- 
mittee in reporting out the resub- 
mission plank. 


Opposition To Repeal Known 


He had let it be known that he 


was opposed to any outright repeal 
plank being placed in the republi^ 
can platform and had stated his 
ideas on resubmission—similar to 
those adopted by the resolutions

Washington, June 16 (AP)—The 


banner of victory was hoisted above 
the house of representatives Wed- 
nesday by the army of 20,000 war 
veterans bivouacked at tne capitol 
to demand immediate payment of 
their bonus certificates. 


By a, 2i)d vo 17$ vote, the house 


agreed to the issuance of $2,400-, 
000,000 in new currency to meet the 
demands of the veterans who have 
converged on Washington from all, 
sections Of-the nation. 


Jubilant over their temporary vic- 


tory, the former service men faced a 
fierce struggle in the senate where 
leaders predicted ttey had enough 
votes to kill the legislation. Presi- 
dent Hoover has promised a veto if 
it reaches the white house. 


Goes to Senate Committee 


The measure was received by the 


senate late in the day and Sena- 
tor Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, 
asked unanimous consent for it to 
be taketn up at once. Objection was 
raised, however, by Senator Smoot, 
republican, Utah, and it was re- 
ferred to the finance committee. 


Smoot, chairman of the commit- 


tee, promised prompt action, saying 
his group would be called together 
early today to consider the bill. 


He told the senate it was not his 


intention to keep it in committee 
but to report it out today so the 
senate may vote before adjourn- 
ment. 


While veterans looked down from 


packed galleries, the house amend- 
ed the-bill by Representative Pat- 
man, democrat, Texas, for full pay- 
ment to provide for an issue of gov- 
ernment bonds to be-used for retir- 
ng the currency Jf the dollar be- 
came too cheap.

STOCK TAXABLE 
BY STATE LAW 


Stamp 
Tax 
Required 
On 
Transfer Of Stock Shares 
Within State. 


The departm ent of revenue is 
calling the attention of Pennsyl­ 
vania corporations and other cor­ 
porations having their stock trans­ 
fer offices in Pennsylvania to ' the 
fact that this state has a stamp tax 
on the transfer of shares of stock of 
Pennsylvania corporations or for­ 
eign 
corporations 
having 
their 
transfer 
offices 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
This tax is at the rate of two cents 
per $100 where there is par value of 
the stock and in cases where the 
stock is of no par value, the tax is 
at the rate of two* cents a share. 
The tax does not apply to origi­ 
nal shares but applies to any trans­ 
fer whether evidenced by the actual 
assignment of the certificate or a 
memorandum or bill of sale or any 
other paper evidencing the transfer 
of a certificate from one holder to 
another. 
Neglect Cited 
A check made by the department 
of revenue during the last year re­ 
veals the fact th at many corpora­ 
tions have neglected to see that the 
necessary stamps have been affixed. 
The departm ent is working In con­ 
junction with the federal govern­ 
ment in the enforcement of this tax.
